Steamship Company’s Directors met to-day

for the same with shippers for a 

term of twelve months from that date. No

It was 
decided, however, to cut down the fare 
of steerage passengers $5 below the amount 
previously stated.

The Minister of War made a strong argu- 
ment in its favor by showing that, as com- 
pared with Germany, France, and Russia, 
Austria had the smallest standing army, the 
smallest number of annhal recruits, and the 
smallest proportion of men under arms, ac- 
cording to population; while the Liberals, 
who opposed the measure, contended that 
Austria could no longer bear the strain of so 
large an army. The struggle was a long and 
bitter one, and the Liberals were beaten, not- 
withstanding it was conceded that they had 
the advantage in the debate.

nine out of every ten foreclosures, the Com- 
pany was the only bidder, so that the pur 
chase was in no sense a gauge Of prices; that 
many pieces of property for which the Com- 
pany could get no offér in 1877 have since 
deen sold at handsome prices; and that the 
Company has every reason to be satisfied that 
itinvested in Western mortgages, instead of 
New York mortgages, to which the New 
York insurance companies are limited by 
law.

IRON-MAKING AND DUD ‘DUDLEY. 


Three hundred 
England were swallowing up everything in the 


King. Dudley was a pauper! But in his destitu- 
tion he remained the sole possessor of the secret 
of smelting iron with pit-coal. And even Crom- 
well, who was interested in the iron- works in the 
Forest of Dean, failed to wring the secret from 
him. One Maj. Wildman, in the interest of the 
Protector, bought Dudley’s sequestered estate in 
the hope of extorting the secret from its pos- 
sessor, but he fatled. The energetto and pug- 
nacious inventor, neasly three-score years old, 
held out obstinately, and upon the Restoration 
immediately applied for a renewal of his patent. 
In this he failed, notwithstanding his great serv- 
ices to and sacrifices in behalf of the Crown. An- 
other, haying more influential friends at Court, 
succeeded, but Dudley still held the secret, 
and the enterprise, deprived of his aid, came to 
nothing. One of his petitions for a renewal of 
his patent and the restoration of the offices he 
had held illustrates the pluck of the veteran 
iron-worker no less than the ingratitude of 
Kings. It prays that a dwellmg- house belong- 
ing to a known traitormay be assigned to him, 
and reminds the King that his own (Dudiey’s) 
house in the City of Worcester had been given 
up by him for the service of his father—Oharies 
I. -und turned into a factory for arms.“ 

In 1661 a patent was granted to William Cham- 
berlaine and —— Dudley. Presumably this was 
Dud Dudley, for in his Metallum Martis, pub- 
lished in 1665, he describes himself as living at 
Green Lodge in Staffordshire, and says that near 
it are four forges where he practices his per- 
fect invention.” He adds, however: “ Yet the 
author hath had no benefit thereby to his pres- 
ent.“ From this time forward Dudley disap- 
pears from public view. He died at St. Helens 
in 1684, aged 85, and his secret died with him. 
For it was at least fifty years before the art of 
smelting with pit coal was revived in England at 
the Coalbrookdale Iron- Works.

PROF. PROCTOR. 


HIS LAST TWO LECTURES ON ASTRONOMY AT 
HERSHEY HALL. 


Prof. Proctor delivered a lecture in Hershey 
Music-Hall yesterday afternoon upon Comets 
and Meteors, —a subject which, he remarked in 


opening, was one of very great difficulty, not 
less to the astronomic students of to-day than 
to thdse of ancient times. It was true that 
science had discovered many interesting facts 
regarding these bodies, but this had increased 
the difficulties connected with their study as it 
had added to the mysteries which surround 
them. 

The lecturer, whose remarks were iilustrated 
by a number of large paintings, opened his allu- 
sions to cometary peculiarities by describing the 
successful efforts made by Herschel to define the 

course of the comet of 1680 as that which New- 
ton had laid down for it. Newton predicted that 
this comet on its reap ce would very 
near the sun, and the result showed him to be 
correct, the body ulsive De within 160,000 miles of 
the sun, the repulsive power of the latter over- 
coming its power of grav ity. The comet of the 
* 1682 provided Newton's pupil, anf with 
— to deal more thoroughly with the 
—.— of gravity as affecting the movements 
of comets, and, after considering it thoroug 
predicted that the comet would reappear u 
the year 1758, a date long af ter bus death. In the 
meantime other astronomical mathematicians 
had to deal with the subject, and they, realizing 
that the force of the disturbing influences of the 
planets Jupiter and Saturn would delay the 
comet's reappearance, placed the date of its 
return in 18%. Three separate calculations were 
made, . the comet reappeared within the time 
covered by them. The question of what formed 
the tail of the comet was treated at considerable 
length by the lecturer, who indorsed Herschel's 
theory tit consisted of clouds of vaporous 
matter which the power of the sun drove from 
the head of the comet. Other theories had been 
formed, and one by Prof. Tyndall, which the 
lecturer explained fully with amitiar illustra- 
tion, that the tail was a negative shadow of the 
bead of the comet, had attracted a great deal of 
uttention, though it had not been received by 
astronomers as correct. Considerable interest

Quiet as the winter has seemed, so far, to 
those of us who have passed our time in this 
metropolis and its neighborhood, rarely has 
there been so much and such a continuation 
of bad weather off our coasts at sea.

Bartley Campbell's Adventures as 
a Play-Writer, 


That Memorable Season at Hooley’s— 
Black Days That Followed. 


The American Play—We Must Look to the 
Dramatio Oritio for It. 


Whereabouts of the Professionals—Gossip from the 
Green-Room—This Week's Novelties. 


CAMPBELL’S SUCCESS. 

4 Peril“ Was my first success,” said Bart- 
ley Campbell the other day; “and do you 
know that success is more difficult to stand 
than adversity? Wecan all stand adver- 
sity— 5 

“We have to.” 

“Exactly; and that first success of mine 
was one of my most severe trials. Visions 


of greatness floated through my mind. 


Fame and fortune appeared to be within my 
grasp, but it wasn’t. ‘Peril’ was first pro- 
duced at the Philadelphia Chestnut Theatre, 
with Chariey Thorne, Phillis Glover, Harry 
Josephs, and Lillie Davenport—since dead— 
in the cast. E. L. Davenport was the man- 
ager, and it was upon his advice that I relin- 
quished journalism and took to dramatic 
writing. After its run in adelphia I pro- 
duced it here. It was the third attraction 
after the fire, I think.” 6 

At that time the Academy of Music was 
the only theatre in the city 

All the others were in ruins, Who were 
in the east? There were, among others, 
Phillis’ Glover, Hannah Bailey (Mrs. Sar- 
gent), Frank Lawler, and J. C. Padgett. 
‘Peril’ ran for a week here. Then I went 
East. What did I do? I led a regular 
bohemian life for a time and had some 
strange experiences,—I wrote stories, poems, 
edited cooking-books, made speeches for 
political aspirants with more money than 
brains. I recollect I was employed by a very 
unpoetical brewer to bolster up his business 
in verse. Parnassus and vats don’t hitch.” 

“How was it that you fell in with Hooley ?” 
the writer asked. 

“Well,” said Bartley, about a year after 
the Chicago production of Peril“ I heard 
that Hooley had opened a comedy theatre in 
this city. Padgett was associated in the 
management, and when Hooley signified a 
desire to secure an author, the former, who 
had seen Peril,“ recommended me. I was 
eager for the post, and put my salary at $25 
a week and $10 a night for my plays. A bar- 
gain was struck. I recollect the day of my 
arrival distinctly. The city was decked 
out in new robes of ermine,” Bartley poetic- 
ally remarked. “I made my way among 
bricks and mortar to Hooley’s Theatre, which 
had just been relieved of the building débris. 
Hooley surveyed my entire altitude when he 
first saw me, turned to Blaisdell and Padgett, 
who were standing near, whispered some- 
thing, and winked encouragingly to me. He 
moved off. I followed. We went into a 
neighboring saloon, then called ‘ The Marble 
Pillar,’—the Sherman House wasn’t built,— 
and over hot Scotch Hooley unbosomed him- 
self. He began with the solemn statement 
that the whole thing was a failure anda 
fraud,—meaning the new theatre. He had 
been advised to start a comedy theatre by one 
of the leading newspaperproprietors. It had 
been running six weeks, and he (Hooley) had 
lost $1,800,” _.
